Sampson’s Fleet Supposed to Be in Pur- 


suit of Cervera’s Fleet. 
HOSTILE SHIPS HAVE BEEN 


SIGHTED OFF SAN LUCIA ISLAND. 


Reported Sinking of a Small War Vessel and a Loss of 


Seventeen Lives in Cardenas Harbor. 
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STRENGTH OF THE FLEETS TOLD IN PICTURES. 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—The Spanish fleet keeps the War Board guessing. Is it after the Oregon, or is it heading 
for some port in Cuba in the hope of overtaking and destroying weaker American ships? Possibly the War Board is in 
possession of information not made public, but apparently newspaper readers have as accurate information as to the where- 
abouts and purpose of the Spanish fleet as the Navy Department possesses, 

Where Sampson is to-day is not known, except that he has put to sea. 

The last heard from him showed that he was fast plowing through the Windward Passage, headed southwest. 

His last orders were emphatic and directed that he make the effort of his life to capture or destroy the enemy’s ships. 
The Department is confident that he will be able to carry out his orders to the letter. 

Just what ships he will likely engage is made a little doubtful by the constant informztion that Spanish ships were seen 
yesterday and last night off the west and north coast of St. Lucia. A cable message repeated here from the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent at St. Lucia tells of “a big warship” and several others, believed to be Spanish, having been seen off the island. 

“If these ships are Spanish,” said a naval officer, “‘they are probably torpedo boats left by Admiral Cerveras to watch 
the Harvard at St, Pierre, Martinique, and to catch the Oregon and her consorts, if possible. 

“It is not believed that there is a second fleet, neither is it belived that either of the ships of the fleet could have got from 
Curacoa to St. Lucia so quickly.” 

It is entirely improbable that the Spanish fleet can remain many days in West India waters and not be sighted by 
Sampson's scout ships, and officials here expect to get news of a battle sooh. 

The Department, of course, has news of Schley’s Squadron, but not a word can be obtained for publication.

The City Democratic Convention which 
met at Uhrig’s Cave Hall Tuesday morning, 
had little to do and was entirely har- 
monious. At the primaries of Morday 
Judge William C, Marshall swept the city 
as a candidate for Supreme Judge, carry- 
ing every ward, except one, the Twenty- 
eighth, in which Judge Valliant lives, and 
scoring a triumph of 9% out of the 100 dele- 


gates. 

This is why the gathering of delegates 
at Uhrig’s Cave Hall was nearly unan- 
imous. 

Chairman Andrew F. Blong of the City 
Executive Committee called the conven- 
tion to order at 10:45 o’clock. Secretary 
Nicholas Griffin began to read the call. The 
delegates were in a happy mood, and they 
guyed Mr. Griffin good nature dly on his 
reading voice. 

Chairman Blong announced the_ tem- 
porary officers to be Judge Henry W. Bond, 
chairman; Barney Taaffe, secretary; assis- 
tants, Nicholas Griffin and Charles J. 
Denny; sergeant-at-arms, Thomas Ward. 

In taking the chair Judge Bond said: 
“After thanking you for the honor you 
have conferred on me let me say one word, 
The reas. principle of our Governmela, is 
the elective principle. The power of tnat 
principle causes you to be here, to repre- 
sent the people in the selection of a can- 
didate for Supreme Judge. The test that 
should govern your selection should be the 
test of fitness.

History records few careers as remarkable 
as that of William Ewart Gladstone. Of 
his 88 years 64 have been spent in active ser- 
vice for his country. 

He contributed more than any single man 
with pen and voice has done, to create Italy 
and.to destroy the Turk in Europe. A& 
Prime Minister or Plenipotentiary, he en- 
larged Greece, transferred Corfu, estab- 
lished the British influence in Egypt. 
annexed New Guinea, North Borneo and 
Bechuanaland, but eedulously condemned 
every extension of the empire that was not 
forced by inexorable necessity. He eatab- 
lished the great precedent of the Alabama 
arbitration, and waa the first British states- 
man to recognize that in the future the 
United States will supersede Great Britain 
as the most powerful of the Engiish speak- 
ing communities. 

Gladstone’s parliamentary career dates 
from December, 1832, when he took his seat 
in the House as a member from Newark, a 
nomination borough belonging to the Duke 
of Newcastle. He 
Oxford of one year’s standing and was just 
entering his 23d year. In the course of 
two sessions he established such a reputa- 
tion that when In 18% Sir Robert Peel was 
called to form a government he named Mr. 
Gladstone Junior Lord of the Treasury, and 
soon after Under Secretary for the Colonies, 
From this period he held many high places. 
In 1841, under Peel's second administration, 
he became a member of the Privy Council 
and was appointed Vice-President of the 
Board of Trade and Master of the Mint,

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tory for the Conservatives. Mr. Gladstone 
was retired as premier, and Lord Salisbury 
came in. The former then entered the 
memorable campaign in 1880 as a belligerent 
Liberal. Liberalism won and carried its 
leader back into the premier’s chair. The 
series of orations which Mr. Gladstone de- 
livered during this campaign in Midlothian 
will ever stand as an instance of wonderful 
intellectual vigor and force of physical 
strength. 

The Irish question had been growing in 
importance since 1868 and now was a cause 
of dissention and hot factional fights. The 
Irish church and land acts had only 
augumented the trouble, and in June, 158385, 
the disturbing element became so strong 
that Mr. Gladstone was forced to resign. 


Lord Salisbury was his successor, but after 
a short, brief term he relinquished an un- 
welcome charge, and for the third time the 
“grand old man” was placed in England's 
highest civil office. He was again turned 
down, however, by the next general elec- 
tion, and Lord Salisbury stepped into the | 
vacant chair. ‘Thus Mr. Gladstone's career 
during this period was one of high position, | 
yet of successive ups and downs. 

The election of 1892, fought on the lines of 
home rule, is still remembered. It was a vic- 
tory for Mr. Gladstone, who for the fourth 
time received the seals and returned to 
power with the support of a good working 
majority. He soon presented his famous 
home rule bill and in defense of it deliv- 
ered a remarkabl* address. The house 
wrangled and fought over it night and day, 
but it was finally carried. That was a great 
day in the house and the enthusiasm and 
excitement was intense. “Then it went to 
the House of Lords. The Conservatives by 
the aid of the whips gathered their forces 
and after four nights of debate the measure 
on which Ireland had based its hopes, and 
for which Mr. Gladstone had labored un- 
tiringly for years and years, and which had 
gained the consent and approval of the 
direct representatives of the people, was re- 


was a terrible blow to the Irish cause, and 


Attacks on the house of peers and the 
propositions for its annulment were fre- 
quent. The great climax of his career had 
failed, and feeling unable to continue the 
battle he gave way to younger men. Refer- 
ring to this defeat he said, “I hope the Irish | 
will unite after my death.”’ 

His last speech in Parliament was made 
Feb. 24, 1894, and om March 3 of that year 
he resigned the Premiership and waé suc- 
ceeded by Lord Rosebery as the leader of 
the Liberal party. 

Mr. Gladstone's chief exploits have been 
the establishment of free trade and the re- 
peal of the paper duty, the extension of the 
franchise to the workmen of the towns and 
the enfranchisement of the rural house- 
holder. He established secret voting. It 
was his administration that passed the first 
education act. He aseisted in the emanci- 
pation of the Jews and the liberation of 
labor from the combination laws. He first 
taught democracy by his Irish land act and 
compelled the British public to consider the 
feasibility of subordinate and statutory par- 
liaments within the Britieh Isles. He fougnt 
the divorce laws and asserted that marriage 
was to him the most wonderful and sacred 
thing in the world. 

In spite of his wonderfully active career 
as a statesman, Mr. Gladstone has never 
ceased to take an Interest in educational 
and literary labors, including transiations 
of the Greek classics. He has, during his 
long life, occupied with ease a position in 
the front rank of English scholarship. 


Mr. Gladstone has not only been a great 
worker politically. As a home figure he haa 


won the world’s regard. During the closing 
years of his life he spent most of his time 
at his famous estate of Hawarden, to whose 
grounds the public was always welcome, 
surrounded by his family and devoting him- 
self alternately to questions of state and to 
study, 

His wife, several years his junior, is at 
his deathbed. He has two sons, one mar- 
ried daughter and several grandchildren.

Angry Crowd Charged a Fire 
toa Spanish Sympathizer. 


Three thousand Government mules, valued 
at $130 a head, and intended for shipment to 
Cuba with the army of invaston, if present 
plans are carried out, escaped being burned 
to death Tuesday morning through the ex- 
cellent work of the Union Stock Yards’ 
fire corps and the quick response of Engine 
Co. No. 20. 

A train of stock cars, loaded with mules, 


| caugh fire and it was only with the greatest 


effort that the animals were saved. Two 
Cars were lost and. a dozen mules slightly 
burned. 

Since the Government began to send 
mules into the Union Yards, over two 
weeks ago, the company in charge of them 
has exercised special care. All suspicious 
characterS, have been kept away from the 
yards, special men have daily inspected the 
food and water supply and every precaution 
has been taken to Keep the mules out of 
danger. , 

It was small wonder then that Tuesday 
morning when the fire broke out a report 
spread through North St..Louis that emis- 
saries of Spain, or at least people in e«ympa- 
thy with the cause of the Spaniards—and 
there are known to be several in the upper 
part of the city—had set fire to the straw 
and hay, which was in the cars for food and 
bedding. The rumor grew rapidly and in 
half an hour after the alarm was sent in 
the vicinity of the stock yards saw several 
hundred people searching for the traitor to 
the stars and stripes. It would have gone 
hard had any tramp, unable to give an ac- 
count of himself, been found. 

At first the men in charge of the stock 
yards and railway yards tried to keep the 
crowd back, but finding this impossible 
every ome was allowed to search the 
switching yard and the cars. Men crawled 
in empty box cars, searched trucks and 
examined the coal bins in quest of the 
man they wanted, but. without success, 

It was sifortly after 10 o’clock when the 
fire was discovered in one of the cars, which 
was on a side track waiting for the en- 
gine to pull it away and start southward. 
The car had been loaded. for two hours, 
and therefore there was no possibility that 
one of the herders could have dropped a 
match in !t, even were the men allowed to 
smoke, which they are not. 

The alarm was given and in two minutes 
the fire corps which the stock yards com- 
pany maintains had a hose on the car. In 
the meantime an engine had backed ‘down 
and coupling to the cars already on fire, 
drew them up along the chute. The doors 
were opened and the mules piled out. 

But even then the danger was not over, 
for there was a stiff breeze blowing from 
the river and the flying sparks were falling 
like rain upon the wooden sheds and into 
the piles of hay piled all about the yards. 
Just as the fire was gaining on the men 
the fire department arrived and in a few 
minutes extingu'shed the flames, much to 
the relief of the Government officers and the 
stock yards men. 

Joseph Hoke, who is at the head of the 
horse and mule department of the Stock 


upon his men for the way they worked and 
the prompt and efficient service of the fire 
department. 

“I was never before so frightened by fire,”’ 
he said, after it Was over. “It was wot only 
the loss from a financial] standpoint, but the 
possibility of those fine animals burning up. 
I have never seen a better lot of mules 
together, every one of them sound and sure, 
Their appearance is a great compliment to 
the officers who selected them, and the man 
who appointed them, for the buyers know 
what they are doing; 

“Sinee May 1 we have been feeding from 
2500 to 3000 mules a day. We receive be- 
tween 600 and 800 every day from Missouri, 
Kansas and lowa, and ship them out about 
as rapidly. I do not think the fire was 
incendiary. I believe that sparks from an 
engine which passed a few minutes before 
the fire was discovered ignited the hay. 
We have too good a-guard here to allow 
anybody to set fire to the place.” 


PREETORIUS 
MALS. A THE 
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Gives Chase ina Buggy and 
Lands Him a Prisoner. 


Edward Preetorius of the Westliche Post 
distinguished himself as a thieftaker Tues- 
day morning. 

A man dressed in the garb of a laborer, 
giving the name of John Cunningham, 
jumped into Dr, Louis H. Behrens’ rubber 
tired buggy at Broadway and Market street. 
He drove rapidly away. Preetorius sent 
a messenger to notify the doctor, whose 
office is in the Westliche Post Building. At 
the same time he sprang into another 
buggy standing near. Like a fire chief on 
his way to a holocaust drove the thief, 
with the plucky young German close behind. 
At Twelfth and Walnut Streets, Cunning- 
ham jumped from the buggy he had stolen. 
Preetorius also alighted and closed in on 
the fugitive. Then came his triumphant 
march to the Four Courts. Dr. Behrens 
came in a moment later. 

The doctor gave Cunningham one search- 
ing look. Then he shot forth his right 
arm, striking the prisoner squarely in the 
face as he stood just outside the Central 
Station railing, prior to being locked up 
in the holdover. 

The enraged doctor’s blow broke Cun- 
ningham’s nose and gent him sprawling to 
the floor. 

“I will have to answer the charge of 
ae disturbance,” said Dr. Behrens, ‘‘but 

can stand it.’ 

Then the medicine man offered to set the 
broken nose, but Captain O'Malley thought 
that would be hardly consistent, so he sent 
the prisoner to the Dispensary for repairs. 

Cunningham is 30 years old. The pelice 
do not know him. Here of late there has 
been a wave of horse stealing, and the 
police believe that other thefts may be 
fastened upon Cunningham. A warrant 
was issued.

Standing on Missouri Soil, He Shot 
and Killed a Man in Kansas. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MAMAR, Mo., May 17.—Sunday Mathew 
O’Donnell and William Dixon, brothers-in- 
law living near Minden in the western part 
of this county had a quarrel which resulted 
in Dixon drawing a revolver and opening 
fire on O'Donnell, who returned the fire 
shooting at him six times with a double- 


barrel shotgun, and emptying a 45-caliber 
Colts revolver. 

O’Donnell lives in Missouri and Dixon in 
Kansas, thelr houses being about 60 yards 
apart. 

When O’Donnell fired he was standing on 
the Missouri side, while Dixon was in Kan- 
sas.

Gen. Merritt has written President McKinley that he will only consider ao army 
of 15,000 with §000 regulars as adequate to his command. 

Gen Merritt, after a conference with Dr. F. S. Bourns of Atlanta, Ga., decided 
to make this demand for an army of greater strength and experience, “I may not go to 
Manila at all,” said Gen. Merritt, “that is if I do not think it would be a wise move 
on my part or the part of the Government to attempt to take and hold the Philippines 
with the army which, it is said, I have been chosen to command. 

“The invading army that I command must have at least 5000 regulars. That 
would be a sufficient basis on which to move the volunteers. 1 am willing to under- 
take the task of setting up a provisional government in the islands with such a force.

“It was only Friday we were talking to- 
gether of the future,’ he said. “‘Mr. Dono- 
van and I were together more that day 
than we ever were before. He met me 
after breakfast and it was not until late 
that night that he left-me. Never was he 
brighter or more cheerful, and more than 
once during the day he spoke of his home 
happiness.’ | 

John F. Donovan was born in Ireland 63 
years ago, but came to this country with 
his parents when he was a child. He was 
essentially a self-made man, and his educa- 
tion was largely acquired over the case in 
a printing office. From type setting he 
drifted into advertising, working in that 
business with Mr. Gould, the publisher of 
the St. Louis City Directory. Later Mr. 
Donovan went to Chicago, where he was ad- 
vertising solicitor for a hotel paper pub- 
lished by Willis Rice and James W. Scott. 
Mr. Scott at the time of his death was 
owner of the Chicago Times-Herald. 

Leaving the Hotel paper, Mr. Donovar 
continued to do advertising work on his 
own account. About 15 years ago he re- 
turned to St. Louis and set up a bDilllard 
room in the Merchants’ Exchange. There 
he was successful from the start, and as 
he invariably invested his money in the 
right way he soon became well known as a 
stock speculator. The rise of Chicago gas 
stock, in which he was heavily interested, 
gave him a start, and in 1890 he opened a 
broker’s office in New York. 

In July, 189%, Mr. Donovan and P. A. 
Brady became proprietors of the Lindell 
Hotel and six months afterwards Mr. Dono-
